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REMINISCENT AND HISTORY OF LAKE BORGNE CANAL 
by John Hill 
Moss Point, Mississippi 


; In 1869 my father, John Hill, was given the job of building four dredges to be used in 
digging the Mississippi and Mexican Gulf Ship Canal, now known as the Lake Borgne Canal. He 
was recommended for the work by Mr. Henry Kepper, who was foreman of the LaFollette Dry 
Dock. Right here I will say I helped to build the LaFollette Dry Dock, also the Marine Dry Dock. 
The first named dock was built at Lumberton across the Lake Ponchartrain, and was towed 
around to the yard in Algiers via the Gulf and Mississippi river. 

l The Marine Dry Dock was built at her yard in Algiers in 1867. My old friend, John 

it McLain was manager for the Dry Dock Co. 

Father brought a crew of carpenters and calkers to Moss Point. We came by steamboat 
“Mary” and landed at Chantereau’s wharf, East Pascagoula, and Capt. John Delmas with his little 
steamboat “Cora,” a side wheeler brought us up the river to a Island where was located W. 
Denny & Co. “Old Sol Mill” and the company’s office. 

a W.D. & Co. gave us houses for a camp, kitchen, dining room and sleeping rooms. We 

ap brought our eatables from Wm. Griffin and L. Randall. Eugene Wood was clerk at Wm. Griffin’s 

EY store and Robt. Delmas was clerk at Randall’s. Only a few days ago I gave a bill for groceries 

i 7 bought at Wm. Griffin’s store, signed and receipted by Eugene Wood, to Mrs. Eddie Howell, Mr. 

e.. Wood’s daughter. We hired all the workmen that were available in this section, among the 

ae number I remember, Joe Lemaitre, Capt. Wm. Welch, Horace Howze, Wm. Clark, Theodore a 
ae Howze and our old colored friend, Dudley Brooks, who worked for my father during the Civil 

War, at the French Market Ferry, New Orleans. —~ 

One of the young men who came with us from Algiers was John Gravall, one of the 
heroe’s who was afterwards killed in the battle at the Custom House, when New Orleans regained 
her freedom from Carpetbag Rule, fought Sept. 14, 1874 (not sure of this date.) His name is 
engraved on the monument erected to the memory of all those who were killed at that time. 

Of all who were entrusted in or worked on the dredges at that time, there are but three of 
us living. Mr. Lemaitre, Capt. Horace Howze, and myself. Mr.Lemaitre is past 80 years, and 
Capt. Howze and I are in our 75" year. 

Dredges No. 1 and 2 were built on Denny’s Island, between the ferry landing and Sol’s 
Mill, and were towed from Moss Point to Lake Borgne Canal in the fall of 1869. 

The lumber and timber for No. 3 and No. 4 was taken to the Lake Borgne entrance to the 
canal by Capt. Ericson in his schooner, Elizabeth. I tallied the cargoes of lumber and timber as it 
was loaded on board the schooner in the fall of the year, 1869, which would make me one of the 
oldest tallymen on the river. Years afterwards I tallied many cargoes of lumber for W.D. & Co. 
and other shippers. 

In speaking of Denny’s Island, few people of the present time know of the bayou from 
Fi. Denny Lake to the river, which was located between De Angelo’s shipyard and Randall’s ferry 

and was crossed by a bridge 80 feet long. After we broke camp, I remained two weeks and 
boarded with Mr. Beardslee, grandfather of the young men, Clyde and Cavet Beardslee. 

We commenced building dredge No. 3 in the middle of the plantation, but through some 
fault in the title, it was ascertained, the whole plantation could not be purchased, so the line of the 
canal was moved to the up river end of the plantation and the dredge was moved by her own 
power to the new line. A pit was dug by laborers just ahead of the dredge and she was launched 
into the pit. For a short time, what with rains and seepage water, the dredge could be kept afloat 
and at work digging, finally I was sent to the Mississippi river with instructions to cut the levee 
and put in a sluice gate and guide the water to the canal through the plantation ditches, and when 
the river water began pouring into the canal, I said to the men about me: “Here is the first water 
from the Mississippi river to enter the Mississippi and Mexico Gulf Ship canal. Some time after

A Reuben House married Mrs. Charlotte Nichols May 8, 
1862 in Mobile Co, Alabama. This is believed to be the same 
Reuben House who married a 2™ time. 

Reuben House supposedly ran the Union blockade in a 

fishing schooner in the Miss Sound during the Civil War. Sons, 
John House and Reuben House, Jr. joined the Confederacy in 
Alabama. 
The first two children are believed to have been born in 
Alabama, but it is possible that since “Reubenhouse Bluff”, is so 
near the Alabama state line, they may have actually been living 
in Miss. “Reubenhouse Bluff” is located on the Escatawpa 
River, just north of Prestey’s Landing, in Section 13, Township 6 
South, Range 5 West and was evidently named for this Ruben 
House. 

A family story, not proven, tells of Reuben accidently killing 
a man in Miss and that he left for Arkansas before he could be 
arrested. He was known to be in Lafayette Co., Arkansas after 
April 1852, since another son was bom in April 1852, 
supposedly in Miss. Reuben registered 13 head of cattle, a gift 
from his mother-in-law, Sarah Webb, in Lafayette Co, Arkansas 
in August 1854. The youngest child, George W. House was 
born April 1860 in Lafayette Co, Arkansas.
